12 Q. Mister Hernandez, can I just have you state your full name, please? 

13 A. Daniel Hernandez, Junior. 

14 Q. Okay. Mister Hernandez, unfortunately, uh, under the circumstances, we, we have talk 

15 about something that occurred today. And if you could just start by telling me what 

16 happened today from the beginning. You ha-, you were at Ina and Oracle. 

17 A. Uh, I am an intern with the Congresswoman's office down here in Tucson. Um, a few 

1 8 days ago I was asked to j oin the Congresswoman and some of her staff at an event called 

19 Congress on Your Corner, which takes place on the Safeway at Ina and Oracle. The 

20 event was supposed to go from 10 to 11 :30. The staff was supposed to get there at 9. 

21 However, I was having issues with my car and I didn't get there until 9: 15. Uh, when I 

22 got there, I met with Gabe Zimmerman who is, who was her Outreach Director, um, in 

23 the office. And Sarah, um, who was one of her other staff members who does constituent 

24 services. 

25 Q. Okay. 

26 A. And Pam. I, I've been there for a week so I don't know if it was Pam Symington or, or 

27 Pam Harris. 

28 Q. Okay. 

29 A. Uh, Harrington or Pam Simon. It was, there, there's two Pams in the office. I know it 

30 was one of the two. Uh, we were also joined by a former intern whose name I didn't 

31 catch. Um, who was just in town for a few days. Um, we set everything up. We had 

32 about three people in line. Um, 9:45, we got a call that the Congresswoman was on her 

33 way. Um, after we get the call, Gabe tells us to man our posts. So what we did is, um, 

34 because it was a Congresswoman and sometimes the events can get a little hectic, um, 

35 they wanted to set up some kind of crowd control. Um, so we had set up barriers so there 

36 was only way into the Congresswoman. Uh, and one way out. But it was just flimsy 

37 tables. Um, we had the Congresswoman come in a little bit, uh, after 10 with her District 

38 Director Ron Barber. 

39 After we had Ron Barber and the Congresswoman come in, um, we started cycling 

40 through for the first couple of people. Um, it was my job to sit in the back and make sure 
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1 if I saw anything, urn, suspicious to let Gabe and some of the other staff members know, 

2 um, but also to make sure that I signed in everyone so that everyone would be able to get 

3 a chance to speak with the Congresswoman. I was, um, in the middle of talking to a 

4 woman who had a question regarding, um, having to go to work early so she, Patricia 

5 Minch (ph), I believe was her name. It's on one of the sign up sheets that we had at the 

6 of-, at the event. Um, she had signed in, um, but wanted to know if it would be possible 

7 for her to go a little bit earlier in the line because she had to get to work. Um, I tapped 

8 Gabe on the shoulder to let him know we had a woman with that concern. 

9 I went back to the end of the line. Um, we then a man who was dressed in dark clothes. 

10 He was a male, um, light hair. Caucasian. Um, light colored eyes. Was in dark clothing. 

1 1 Um, was wearing a hat. Um, he may have been wearing glasses, either sunglass or seeing 

12 glasses, I can't remember which. Um, I handed him the clipboard. Um, 'cause there was 

13 a, a little bit of, uh, congestion at the end of the line and I was trying to get as many 

14 people shuffled through so I had three clipboards. I handed one of them to him. Um, I 

15 then go to the back of the line just to let people know we are signing everyone in. If you 

16 just a little bit of patience. The Congresswoman is gonna see everyone who's here. 

17 Um, I then, um, said, um, to one of the people, um, here's some information on the 

18 Congresswoman. Um, the next thing I hear is someone yell gun. Uh, and then I heard 

19 multiple gunshots. I don't know how many. Um, it was the man who was dressed up in 

20 the dark clothes with the hat and who was Caucasian. Um, I don't know if he actually 

21 signed in to the clipboard. I just know that I had handed him a clipboard and that was the 

22 last thing I saw before I heard someone say gun. And I heard someone shooting. Um, I 

23 was then trying to figure out what was going on. Um, I was a little bit towards the back. 

24 I saw Ron Barber fall first, who was her District Director. Um, and then I knew it was 

25 actual gunshots. 

26 I then saw Gabe Zimmerman on the floor BHT^ J - Um, the Congresswoman was up 

27 against the glass of the store, um, so I ran over towards the Congresswoman, made sure 

28 she still had a pulse. Um, I also checked the pulses of Gabe Zimmerman and also of Ron 

29 Barber. Um, Gabe Zimmerman had no pulse. Um, Ron Barber did have a pulse. He was 

30 conscious and alert. Um, he told me to stay with the Congresswoman. Whatever I did, to 

31 make sure that I was staying with the Congresswoman. Um, she was conscious. Her 

32 eyes were not open. Um, what I did was I tried to get people as far away from her as 

33 possible. Give her some room. Um, I tried to get as many vitals possible. Um, I did 

34 some training as a Certified Nursing Assistant and as a phlebotomist, um, when I was in 

35 high school. So I knew that we need to see if she's got a pulse. She was still breathing. 

36 Her breathing started getting shallower. Uh, I then lifted her up so that she wasn't flat on 

37 the ground up against the wall. Um, there was one visible gunshot wound. It was to the 

38 head, from the forehead. Um, it didn't feel like, it didn't seem like there was a visible 

39 exit wound, however there was a bump on the back of her head, um, which may or may 

40 not have been an exit wound. 

41 Um, I then see a lot of people trying to find out what the commotion is. Um, and I heard 

42 someone say, we got him. Um, off to where the, the, the shooter, the person who I had 

43 seen earlier run off to. Um, I didn't pay any attention to that because I was just trying to

1 concentrate on making sure we could do whatever we could for the Congresswoman and 

2 for Ron Barber. Urn, she had BjL: JSTaSl^^slIsjB from the gunshot wound. Urn, I then 

3 tried to make sure that we applied some pressure because she was bleeding out. Urn, and 

4 while I did that, I had, um, turned to the right to see if there was anyone available and I 

5 asked if there was any doctors present. Um, I had a man come up to me and tell me he 

6 was an OB/GYN. Um, he was checking the vitals for the other people who were the 

7 victims. Um, one was a woman, I can't tell you if it was Pam, um, although I heard 

8 someone say this, it's, Pam's down. Um, she was, um, right where the asphalt starts from 

9 Safeway, face down. Um, he checked her first. He then checked Gabe Zimmerman, who 

10 at the point was starting to E^^B- He then went up to Ron Barber to see what kind of 

1 1 injuries he had. Um, Ron Barber was shot in the leg, and possibly in the cheek, but it was 

12 just a graze. Um, we told Ron to stay calm, that we were gonna be with the 

13 Congresswoman. 

14 Um, I then hear someone say, um, what do you need? It was staff from, from Safeway. 

15 Um, I asked them to just get me blankets, um, because I wanted to make sure that we 

16 covered up the Congresswoman so there was no, there was no visible, um, nothing visible 

17 to people who were just passing by. Um, they went and grabbed smocks from the, from 

18 the, uh, meat department but while they were doing this, I turned around, while I was 

19 holding, applying pressure to the Congresswoman' s wound, and I noticed that there was a 

20 man who was wearing a light colored t-shirt, um, who had a camera. Um, possibly taking 

21 some pictures. Uh, and this was about five minutes into the incident. Um, I wasn't able 

22 to get a better description. He was tan, possibly Hispanic, dark hair, with a camera. 

23 Once I was given the smocks, I applied one to her forehead to apply pressure to the 

24 wound so it wasn't just my hand. Um, the next thing I did was I put another one where 

25 her skirt was. She wearing, uh, not a skirt, she was wearing a dress, um, and even in her 

26 condition, she was still trying to make sure that her, her, um, her dress wasn't up so it 

27 wasn't exposing, so I covered up her dress. Um, we then had multiple people saying that 

28 they were calling 9-1-1. . Um, I had a woman who said she was trained in CPR 

29 who attempted to do CPR on Gabe Zimmerman, who was her Outreach Director. Um, I 

30 was staying with the Congresswoman. She was still alert. She couldn't open her eyes. 

3 1 Um, I tried to get any responses for her. Um, it looked like her left side was the only side 

32 that was still mobile. Um, she couldn't speak. It was mumbled. Um, her right side was 

33 completely limp. I then asked her if she would hold on to my hand, um, and if she could 

34 hear me to just squeeze. She was squeezing my hand. Um, I was just holding her up, 

35 um, in a sitting position because there was so much blood I didn't want her to asphyxiate 

36 with her own blood, if she was laying down. Um, I then just stayed in that position for 

37 about ten minutes, until we had the transport come in from the, the ambulances. 

38 During that time, um, Ron Barber, who kept asking about how the Congresswoman was 

39 doing, I let him how she was still conscious. She was still breathing. Um, he then asked 

40 us if would contact his, his wife. Um, his cell phone was lost during this incident so he 

41 yelled out his phone number and a passer-by named Beverly, she was an employee at 

42 Safeway, um, went ahead and dialed and let his wife know that he had been injured, as 

43 had the Congresswoman. Um, then, um, because Ron Barber had asked me to stay with 

44 the Congresswoman, when the EMTs came in, um, there was some confusion as to who 
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1 to take first. Um, I let them know that we should take the Congress woman first. Um, 

2 and they wanted to have an aerial transport. However, the, the helicopter was nowhere in 

3 sight. Um, they then decided to just get her on a stretcher and load her on the first 

4 ambulance available. Um, during that time, the EMTs, um, put an ace bandage around 

5 her head, um, so that I wouldn't have to continue holding her, her wounds, and applying 

6 pressure. But they asked me to hold onto her . Um, they put her on 

7 the, the stretcher. Um, they tried to give her oxygen, however, it wasn't staying on. Um, 

8 so I ended up having to hold onto the oxygen and to the Congresswoman's hand while 

9 she, she was being put into the ambulance. Um, I then rode with her to, here at UMC. 

10 Um, in the ambulance I made three phone calls. Two, two phone calls actually. Um, the 

1 1 first was to Rep-, State Representative Steve Farley of District 28. Um, I had worked for 

12 him in the past and I knew that he was very good friends with Congresswoman Giffords. 

13 Um, so I had him, um, notify her mother and her father, who are here in Tucson, and also 

14 see if someone could call Mark Kelly, who is her husband. Then the second call was to 

15 my family, and I left a voice mail, um, to let them know that I had been at the event, um, 

16 that there had been injuries but I was not one of them, um, that I would call them as soon 

17 as I could. And I think that, that's about it until I came here where I was told that I had to 

18 wait for the detectives to come and get my statement. 

19 Q. Mister Hernandez, I'm going to just, what I'd like to do is go back to basically what you 

20 told me and as detail again 'cause I just can't remember everything. Um, 

21 but, um, I may toss in questions as we go along, okay? The morning started, you were 

22 going to work this event, uh, for the Giffords, uh, um, office. Um, she was going to be 

23 present and she was gonna meet with various people. They would have a chance to each 

24 talk to her. And you arrived at about 9:15? 

25 A. Yes. 

26 Q. And you helped with the set up and spoke to various people there and your job once, uh, 

27 the Congresswoman arrived was to, you say, stand in back and just kind of look for 

28 anything suspicious.

3 1 cognizant of any threats that may arise. So that's the that, um, keep an eye out

33 Q. Okay. And let me ask you this, to your knowledge, only to your knowledge, has there 

34 been any specific threats for this event? 

35 A. I didn't know of any specific threats. 

36 Q. Okay. So there was nothing that you were looking for in particular, just in general, be 

37 aware of anything suspicious. 

38 A. Because of the nature of the Congresswoman and her position, they just, I, I thought was 

39 a normal precaution to just keep an eye out to see if there's anything suspicious.

41 her name was Patricia Minch?

12 before. Was her demeanor any different today? Did she seem nervous or anything like 

13 that? 

14 A. No. 

15 Q2. Was it just normal? 

16 A. The Congresswoman is always, at least on the outside, very jovial and very happy 

17 looking. Um, and even when she's had constituents that come up to her, told her you're 

18 the worst person on the planet, she doesn't change her demeanor. She just says, well, 

19 let's talk about it. And that, that's kind of the attitude that she had coming in. Um, 

20 because the event was supposed to go up until, 'til 1 1 :30 and we already had quite a line, 

21 um, she didn't say hello to the staff or anything, she just went right into the first person, 

22 started talking. 

23 Q2. Okay. Um, you, you say that you were asked, uh, just to keep an eye out, who asked you 

24 to do that? 

25 A. Gabe Zimmerman. 

26 Q2. Gabe Zimmerman? 

27 A. Her Outreach Director.

29 know you've heard a lot, um, who exactly had been shot? As far as who you

32 Zimmerman. The Congresswoman. Um, and then there was a woman who was in front 

33 of this table, um, who was face down.

36 Pams. And they only called her by her first name. Um, so I'm not sure if it was Pam 

37 Simon or Pam Harrington, who is her scheduler. Um, when I was tending to the 

38 Congresswoman, people were running around doing things. Um, I did notice that 

39 someone put a, a cover over both P-, uh, the Pam that was shot and Gabe. 

40 Q2. A cover? Can you describe that? 
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1 A. It, it was one of the smocks from the department at Safeway. 

2 Q2. And were they covering just a portion of the body or was it covering? 

3 A. It was covering their face. 

4 Q2. They were covering the face. Okay. And was anybody trying to give her medical 

5 attention? 

6 A. They tried giving Gabe CPR from what I saw. Um, and the person who said he was an 

7 OB/GYN, um, came over and was trying to tend to, to Pam, um, but then he ended up 

8 just putting a, a cover.

12 A. Um, the only person who I've been approached by was Ron Barber's wife.

14 A. And State Representative Steve Farley.

16 A. Who had let me know that he had contacted, um, her parents and that they were trying to 

17 get a hold of Mark, her husband .
